It is a study which deals large- 
ly with the Western or free. na- 


tions. No is in- 
volved. The Red Chinese, Soviet 
and Russian satellite state fig- 
ures were not fully available. 


Out of its pages come the vast- 
ly amplified sound of men dig- 
ging for ores and the whir of ma- 
chines producing goods. In the 
past two decades the volume of 
non-Communist world production 
in mining and manufacturing has 
more than doubled. 


But greater even than this 
progress was the rate of produc- 
tion in petroleum. Here we have 
revealed a portion of what will 
increasingly become a Western 
problem. Free world sources 
have greatly accelerated output 
of oil. But so have the Russians. 
They are the real villains of the 
piece. With the West already bur- 
dened with oil, the Soviets have 
dumped great amounts of it on the 
world market at relatively low 
prices. 


Reduced Prices 


American oil prices have re- 
duced. This has caused a great 
burst of anger and concern in far 
away places like Kuwait, Iran, 
Qatar, Saudi Arabia, the United 
Arab Republic and other Middle 
Eastern nations producing or 
handling transport of oil by canal 
or pipeline. It also has aroused 
Venezuela. 


Venezuela’s major market has 
been the United States. Iraq, Ku- 
wait, Qatar, Saudi Arabia and 
Iran also maintain their national 
budgets largely with oil revenues. 
This is why there is grave con- 
cern in all Mideastern capitals. 
If oil should become a much 
cheaper commodity, then indeed, 
would revolution and change 
come to an oft changed ancient 
land. And Latin neighbor Vene- 
zuela would be deep in economic 
troubles. 


The U.N. study is equally 
meaningful to the United States. 


We greatly assisted the nations 
of Europe and many smaller, 
have-not nations to establish at 
least the foundation of indusiriai- 
ization. They would have done it 
anyhow. That they have made a 
start in 20 years is not something 
we should regret. But we will, 
unless there is public understand- 
ing of the meaning of it. And we 
should note these countries are 
yet politically free.

Industrialization 

The report reveals that despite 
the important over-all advances, 
85 per cent of the free world’s 
output in the past 20 years has 
come from the more industrial- 
ized states.

But West Germany, Great 
Britain and the Commonwealth 
nations, Belgium, Italy and others 
were also up.

. School F unds Issue Is 
Clear: Politics vs. Need 


The special State Board of Education 
Committee named by board chairman, 
James S. Peters, to study possible revi- 
sions of the Minimum Foundation .Pro- 
gram of Education will hold its first 
meeting here tomorrow. 

It has its work cut out. Its task is not 
to perpetuate but to alleviate the worsen- 
ing inequities of MFPE as it now oper- 
ates. These inequities are penalizing an 
ever-growing number of Georgia chil- 
dren, their parents and the state itself. 

The immediate issue which comes up 
for decision by the state board next week 
is distribution of 60 millions in new build- 
ing funds. Will the board, for the sake of 
politics, shortchange Georgia’s future 
through discrimination against its chil- 
dren? 

Since the last school building program 
in 1951-52 the state’s school population 
has increased by 175,771 children. Eighty 
per cent of them are in 20 school sys- 
tems. More than 40 per cent of them are 
located in the eight school systems in the 
metropolitan area of Atlanta. The state 
has alloted no funds to help house them. 

The issue, simple and basic, is this: 
Shall we spend school funds where the 
children are or where they used to be 
and where fewer probably will be in the 
future? 

Granting that concessions to politics 
such as a per-teacher allotment in build- 
ing funds must be made, there’s only one 
fair answer for the committee and the 
state board. 

Let’s spend school money where the 
children are!

Adlai and Bowles 
May Be Dropped 


WASHINGTON—The question of who is to be 
the next secretary of state is becoming one of 2 & 
the most’ important subsurface issues in the sa 
presidential campaign. Democratic candidate Kennedy is under such 


peculiarly difficult pressures that he may find it necessary before 
the election to give some public indication as to whom he has in mind 


for the job. 

Republican Candidate Nixon 
might in this case have to follow 
suit. 

Ordinarily it is highly prema- 
ture for a presidential aspirant to 
seem to begin to choose his Cab- 
inet before the people have cho- 
sen him. These, however, are not 
ordinary times. Nor are the prob- 
lems — notably on Kennedy's 
side. 

Before the Democratic conven- 
tion Sen. Kennedy suggested that 
Adlai Stevenson would be an im- 
portant foreign policy figure in a 
Kennedy presidency. Since then 
Rep. Chester Bowles of Connecti- 
cut — who was a Kennedy foreign 
policy adviser at and before the 
convention — has made it very 
plain he expects to be just such a 
figure. 

Stevenson has made no de- 
mands, direct or implied, upon 
Kennedy. But Stevenson's follow- 
ers — and their devotion is ex- 
traordinary — are showing a con- 
stant determination that he sim- 
ply must be a top personage in 
any Kennedy administration. 

Thus, Kennedy's unhappy situ- 
ation. There are two rivals for 
secretary of state — Bowles work- 
ing on his own steam and Ste- 
venson being pushed on the steam 
of his backers. Kennedy owes Ste- 
venson nothing in a personal 
sense. For Stevenson did nothing 


to assist in Kennedy's nomination 
but rather was a barrier to it. 

But Stevenson is incomparably 
more powerful than is Bowles, to 
whom Kennedy has a certain per- 
sonal debt. For it was Bowles who 
ran the Democratic Platform 
Committee on the senator’s be- 
half. 

But — and here the plot really 
thickens — there is increasing 
resistance among many Demo- 
cratic rank - and - filers to either 
Stevenson or Bowles as secre- 
tary of state. Stevenson is regard- 
ed by critics as too indecisive; 
too “‘soft’’ toward the Russians. 
Bowies is seen by critics as un- 
tried and as too total a partisan 
of the left wing of the Demo- 
cratic Party. 

This correspondent’s betting, 
therefore, is that neither Steven- 
son nor Bowles will be Kennedy's 
choice in the end—and that this 
much, at least, will be let out by 
Kennedy himself before election 
day. 

In the meantime, Nixon knows 
just how Kennedy is sweating and 
is naturally doing nothing to ease 
the situation. Nixon's line is that 
Cabinet posts should never, 
never be discussed before an 
election. And, privately, the Nixon 
people cheerily point out that they 
have “no Stevenson problem and 
no Bowles problem.”

FIREMAN GASPS FOR AIR AT ' Samnoe 


Dense Smoke Inside Forced Him to Sill 


Three-Alarm Fire 
Hits Store Here 


4 Other Businesses Damaged; 
Broad, Whitehall Traffic Blocked 
By WILLIAM O. SMITH 


A three-alarm fire in downtown Atlanta late Wednes- 
day heavily damaged one store and threatened others 
while hundreds of spectators watched. 


Several nearby stores were 
damaged by smoke but Asst. 
Fire Chief C, T. Ragsdale said 
the fire was confined to Dobbs 
Credit Clothes, 111 Whitehall 
St. and 98 Broad 5t. 


All traffic on Broad and 
Whitehall was blocked by 
crowds as the fire raged just 
after the late afternoon rush 
was over. 


Chief Ragsdale said the 
fire started on the second floor 
of the clothing company near 
the stairway to the third floor 
and quickly spread upward. 


Firemen were hampered at 
first in getting to the blaze be- 
cause all windows in the build- 
ing were covered with laminat- 
ed asbestos which was difficult 
to tear off, Chief Ragsdale said. 

The chief said firemen 
smashed doors at Broad street 
and Whitehall street entrances 
and quickly moved under the 
fire. He credited this as the 
key factor in keeping the fire 


from spreading to other build- 
ings. 

While about 50 firemen went 
through all sections of the 
building. a salvage crew cov- 
ered clothing on the first floor 
with dozens of tarpaulins to 
protect merchandise from 
water. 

The fast-moving fire ate into 
the walls of the second floor, 
used mainly as a storage area, 
and spread quickly to the third 
floor, heavily damaging the 
walls, ceiling and storage 


items. 

Chief Ragsdale said the fire 
started in the Broad street sec- 
tion of the clothing store. The 
store covers an entire block. 

Fireman Billy Watson of sta- 
tion 4 suffered a severe cut on 
his hand when a piece of as 
bestos falling from the third 
floor struck him. One other 
fireman suffered slight injuries. 

Nine pumpers and five aerial 
ladder and floodlight trucks 
answered the alarm.
